The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is deemed unobvious over the cited art of record because such art does not 
teach or reasonably suggest the overall aspects of a part made of thermoplastic 
material wherein the thermoplastic material substantially comprises by weight: 49% to 
63.5% polyethylene terephthalate; 27% to 36% high density polyethylene in 
combination with 4% to 6% compatibility agent and 5% to 10% reinforcing filler.
